The Cost of Silage 


“The cost of silage varies widely 
from year to year and between farms 
during the same year. 
The greater 
part of this variation is due to the 
quantities and value of labor, and the 
yield and value of the corn used in 
making the silage. 
Tile following table is a summary of 
cost data secured on 200 farms in 
Kane and DeKalb counties in ID—I and 
on 107 farms in Henry county in 1922. 
The quantities of labor, materials, 
and grain are given so that estimates 
may be made of the cost of a ton of 
silage under varying price levels. 
In Henry county a large number of 
farms did not use binders.

Raw materials of which portland 
cement is made come out of the 
ground usually as solid rock. 


They must first be crushed, 
ground and reground until at least 
85 per cent of the resulting powder 
will shake through a sieve that will 
actually hold water. 
This sieve is considerably finer 
than the finest silk fabric. It has 
200 hair-like bronze wires to the 
inch. That means 40,000 holes to 
the square inch. 


But the several crushings and 
grindings necessary to reduce solid 
rock to this extreme fineness are 
only the beginning of cement 
making. 


The powdered materials must then be sub­ 
jected to intense heat for several hours in 
huge rotary kilns. Here they are half melted 
and become a substance much harder than 
the original rock—clinker, it is called.

Armored boats, capable of diving 
under water and of flying in the air, 
a kind A combined tank-submarine- 
airplane.

Bureau of Mines Says Careful 
Handling Will Bring Results 
From Various Fuels. 


Washington.—Acceptable substitutes 
for anthracite are available so that “an 
intelligent people, using intelligent fir­ 
ing methods, can face the prospect of 
an anthracite famine with equanimity,” 
according to Hie bureau of mines. 
That,federal agency, which has been 
giving much study to the subject and 
has bgen making experiments, reports 
that the greater number of homes in 
this country are heated by bituminous 
coal. Other substitute fuels, which can 


readily as anthracite, but once going 
the tire is apt to burn too fast unless 
checked. The coke bed lies so lightly 
that air goes through easily, and the 
porous structure of the coke gives a 
very large .surface for burning.

; U. S. Health Service Advises IO 
to 20 Pounds Eelow Average. 


Washington. — M ortality experience 
indicates that o v e r w e ig h t at certain 
ages involves serious danger, the de­ 
gree of danger increasing with the ex­ 
cess in weight over the average for 
height and age. At younger ages, how­ 
ever, a limited amount of overweight 
appears to be of advantage or asso­ 
ciated with more fa v o r a b le mortality 
conditions, overweight persons of such 
ages having a uniformly lower death 
rate from tuberculosis. 
These are among the conclusions 
drawn from a study of mortality sta­ 
tistics by the United States public 
health service. 
The records of insur­ 
ance companies indicate that after .‘15 
years of age overweight even in rela­ 
tively small amounts begins to he dan­ 
gerous, the seriousness increasing with 


I advancing age and amount of oyer- 
I weight. 
Other conclusions based on 
| these records are: 
Among short men—that Is, those be­ 
low7 5 feet 7 inches—at the age period 
forty to forty-four years, an excess of 
20 per cent in weight involves an add­ 
ed mortality of 30 per cent above the 
normal. 
A 40 per cent 
excess in 
weight in such individuals involves an 
increased mortality of nearly 80 per 
cent. 
Among tall men—that is. those 
over 5 feet IO inches—the adverse 
situation is even more marked; for 
among them, at ages forty to forty- 
four. a 20 per cent excess in weight 
carries a 40 per cent increase in mor­ 
tality, and a 40 per cent excess in 
weight doubles the mortal y. 
On the other hand, underweight in 
general is an advantage, if the per­ 
centage is not too great. 
It is a 
serious impairment in early adult life, 


hut from the age of forty 
onward 
there apparently are no such penal­ 
ties, and this condition, in fact, be­ 
comes a distinct advantage, for these 
are tile persons who have the hest 
mortality rates. 
“It would seem that the records of 
insurance 
companies 
indicate 
that 
there is an optimum weight—1t hat is, 
a weight-height ratio in relation to 
age that is associated with the most 
favorable mortality experience, and 
j that this optimum weigui.

"It is stated that r ose 
who weigh between IO and 20 per cent 
below the average show tile optimum 
condition for longevity at most ages 
beyond early adult life. 
“Discrimination must be made be­
